{mmortal is to pay a visit to his beautiful estate, 
Mount Vernon on the Potomac river, Virginia. 
Yhe history of Mount Vernon goes back to the 
middle of the’ Seventeenth century, In. 1657 or 
1658 a certain John Washington, who had been 
a Cavalier in England during the Cromwellian 
period, with his brother Lawrence erossed the 
Atlantic to Virginia, the refuge of sa many Roy- 
allsts during the Puritan regime in England. 

John Washington made’ hls home at Popes 
Creek in Westinereland county and there mar- 
ried Ann Pope, fn 1674 Lord Culpeper sold a 
grant of 5.000 acres on the west bank of the 
Potomac river, about 14 miles below what is 
now the District of Columbia, to Nicholas Spen- 
Washington and on that tract 
John Washington built his home (now known 
as Wakefield) at Bridges Creek, about a mile 
from the Pope home, He saw some milltary 
service aguinst the Indians and held the rank 
of colonel, He lived the life of a gentleman- 
planter for twenty years. death coming In 1677. 
His son Lawrence was the grandfather of the 
fustrious George, 

Augustine, son of Lawrence, married twice. 
and at his death, in. 3743, left a widew and 
seven children. There had been three other chil- 
dren, four by the first marriage and six by the 
second, Lawrence, first horn of Augustine by his 
first wife. Jane Butler, inherited the estate soon 
to be known as Mount Vernon, Ceorge, first 
of the five-surviving children born to Augustine

twelve years led passed. Lord Fairfax, whose 
estate adjoined that of the Washingtons, was 
also at Cartagena, and this war-time friendship 
between the two fmities was to grow closer in 
later years through the marriage of Lawrence 
Washington inte the fairfax family and the 
fondness of Lord Fair’nx for George. 

In 1743, after inheriting the Hunting Creek 
estute, Lawrence Washington built a house that 
was In keeping with his station, and renamed 
the estate Mount Vernon, in honor of the Brit- 
ish admiral under whom he had served. Wealthy 
and of good family, Capt. Tawrence Washing- 
ton Jived in gentlemanty state nt Mount Vernon. 

Lawrence was fond of his half-brother George, 
this fondness developing almost inta guardiin- 
ship, George Joved his brother, and was fond 
of Mount Vernon, too: so, much of his time tn 
adolescent years was spent at Mount Vernen.

Lawrence to Barbados, whither ‘the latter had —

[inois Fruit Growers 
| Thinning Out Orchards’ 


Intent upon reducing wastes and 
losses and producing more economical- 
ly, 25.‘southerhn Mlinvis fruit growers 
thinned -11,500 trees from their or- 
cbards the past year, according to re 
ports collected by R. S. Marsh, hor- 
ticultural extension ‘specialist of the 
/ college of agriculture, University of 
Iinois. These samé growers gave al. 
most 2,000 more trees labeled. for re- 
moval during the coming year.: 

Growers throughout, the state are 
taking up the trée thinning and cull- 
ing campaign which the’ extension 
service of the agricultural college is 
conducting, 

Thinning out crowded trees, even in 
well cared for orchards, ts held to be 
particularly essential at. this. time if 
growers are to wage a successful fight 
against the growing menace of insects 
and diserses and thereby reduce 
wastes and losses and keep down pro 
duction costs. 
is the culling out of more than -900,- 
000 apple trees in neglected orchards. 


Best Handling of Manure’ 


‘If manure is left in the stall or feed 
yards where it will be kept moist and 
thoroughly tramped, so. as to’ exclude 
air, there is no better method of stor- 
ing. Some of the liquid manure may 
be lost when earth floors are used 
and it may be économical to -provide 
concrete floors to prevent this logs. 
This method of “handling manure 
is .advisable mainly where well-. 
bedded stalis are provided for horses, 
and in cattle. sheds or. mule barns 
where the animals run loose and the 
tramping-is very thorough. 

It is best to have a system of -crop- 
ping so that a place to scatter manure 
witl be ‘available during most of the 
year. This will avoid the necessity 
for storing any great amount. of it 
Thus, in a rotation 
of corn, oats, wheat, and clover, the 
manure would usually be applied to 
the clover sod and plowed under for 
corn,—Missourl Farmer.
